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THUNDER RIVER CANON 

Thunder River “Canyon is a strange wild 
upheaval of rock which has been eroded. 
deeply and irregularly. by the river 
which flows into the Colorado at the 


- western end of the Grand Canyon National 
- Park. 


Five of us went to explore this 
little-known canyon which was reported 

to be very beautiful, but about which 
there were conflicting descriptions. 

The water comes from three sources flow- 
ing roughly south from-the Kaibab Plateau. 
The river was first named.after Tapeat, 
an Indian who acted as.a guide: for Major 
Powell. A magnificent waterfall roars 
out of the solid rock wall and immediate- 
ly forms’ a good sized rushing stream 
known as Thunder Creek,’ There is appar- 
ently another spring farther up the main 
canyon and this gives rise to a second 
source stream called Thunder River. The 
third and longest headwater is Tapeats 


‘Creek, but this is apparently dry in 


summer ag there is no vegetation along 
the banks, while the other two streams 
have fine growths of cottonwoods the 


full length at the stream beds,’ 


The confusion of the area seems to 
lie.in the fact that the names are used 
interchangeably, with many people ignor- 
ant of the existence of one or another 
of the source streams, and the main 
river is getting to be known more and 
more as Thunder River instead of Tapeats, 

The river was very. high from the melt~ 
ing snow = about 15 inches higher than 
usual - so we were unable to explore the 
canyons -as extensively as we had planned, ~ 
The pack horses, however, were most .accom= 
modating in carrying us across the roaring 
river where fording is difficult enough at 
best. “One can't quite say that the ani~ 
mals carried us willingly, but then Al 
Schmitzt contact with the river wasn't 
willing either - when the horse slipped 
and fell under .him, . We were .disappointed 
that Al neglected to measure the velocity 
of the water when he had such a good op~ 
portunity ~ after all Joe Ferry had been

the RCS. Almost any Sunday he could be 
seen industriously practising belaying. 
Away they went, followed by Socrates Ze 
Oldster, a veteran of some fifteen years 
of rock climbing, having auch ascents as 
the Cathedral Spires, Washington Colum, 
Arrowhead Chimney and many others to his 
credit. Furthermore, Socrates was alive, 
and a walking proof that climbing can be 
done safely, 

Nylon was soon at work on the rock, 
Aeneas was soon busy belaying end 
Socrates was in comfortable position to 
watch the struggle. The fircs two or 
three pitons were placed eaci_y and Iiylon 
found ‘iimself at the crux of the pitch, 
This w2s a place where a long reach was 
necessary to place a piton end sling some 
three feet or so above, This was accomp- 
lished and Nylon took the delicate step 
upward, At this point he failed to snap 
his rope through the carabiner that held 
the sling. Socrates stirred from his 
comfortable position on the ground and 
reminded Nylon that this had always been 
standard procedure among the living 
climbers for a number of years. Nylon 
disagreed and Socrates pleaded with him 
to take advantage of the extra safety of 
the high carabiner, Stubborn was not to 
be dissuaded and pushed on. Socrates, 
not one to pass up a spectacular picture, 
rushed for his camera, 

Nylon was then on tension some six feet 
above his last safety carabiner, franti- 
cally grasping at the sling, He called 
for"slack with tension{" Novice, who 
had no idea of the meaning of such a 
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"on, though.

At the crucial piton he again 
scorned the safety of the high carabiner,. 
Socrates again stated the case for safety 
and retreated to a better vantage pointe 
fithough he was on’ the ragged edge’ on the 
Slippery rock at a point higher up,where 
his low piton could not have been effec- 
tive, he pulled*through and is still 
alive. When he arrived among the group 
at the base of the climb he said, "I 
have learned my lesson{"
